An Egyptian canal authori- |
ty could be established until |

You can save the cost of a
new car battery by displaying
your auto registration card in
its proper place on the steer-
ing column,

This advice comes from J. J.
Brady, chief of North Ameri-
can Aviation’s Los Angeles Di-
vision Police Department, His
men are putting on a drive to
get employees to display their
registration cards in the place
required by law.

The reason is.simple: Proper
display of the card enables a
car owner to be immediately
identified, If his car is locked,
he can be notified at his place
of work if the lights are on
or if anything else is wrong.
